ANCIENT PROPOSAL OF COLONIAL 
CONFERENCES, 


‘Those who purane tho fascinating study of 
origing, politioal as well as physical, may fairly 
exercise their «kill al tho opening of tho 
Colonial Conference (says the Weetmineter 
Gazette) in the endeavour to dis:over the 
earliest suggestions for such a communion 
between the Mother-country and .the Colonies 
asx should remove differences and promote a 
better understanding. Probably the very first 
of all—and it is one of the most intoresting 
-'might-hdve-boens " of history to wonder how 
the world’s destinies might have been changed 
if it had been acted upop— was at the vory outaot 
of the troubles between Great Britain and her 
American Colonies, which ended in the creation 
of the United States, 

In the early sutamn of 176‘ e well-known 
London phyaician, ono Dr. Jobn Fothergill, 
vafterwards olosely aseociated with Benjamin 
Franklin ond other patriotic Americans, wroto 
to Lord Dartmouth, then President of tho Board 
of Trade'in the short-lived Administration: of 
Lord Rockingham, suggesting that as the taxing 
Acts and regulations bsd caused universal 
discontent in America, Commissioners should 
be sent over to confer with others chosen by 
the respective Govern ments there on the subject 
of the complaints, and showing tho advisability 
of gaining through such a conference a correct. 
knowledge of the Americans, aud avert the 
independonoo they soomod to dosir4—and alti- 
mately attnined, ‘ 

‘Tbe suggestion came to nothing, ae all 
rensonable suggestions from outside the secred 
circle of.“ the great governing familfoa” wore 
apt in those times to do; and s like untoward 
foto befell another from a certain Johe Willday, 
of Athorstone, in Warwickshire, an sathority
